Problems  ordinarily  experienced  by  his  fellow  student  . 
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This  student  is  hard  to  deal  with  because  ho  can  always  point  to 
hls  past  record  as  clearcut  evidence  that  all  will  be  well.  All  the 
counselors  who  commented  on  this  man,  remarked  that  all  they  could  do 
was  to  lot  him  foil  down  a couple  of  times  before  trying  to  do  any- 
thing beyond  the  usual  preliminary  warnings.  What  is  done  after  this 
depends  on  the  student.  In  some  cases  the  student  recognizes  that 
things  are  somehow  different  now?  and  he  changes  his  behavior  (but  not 
necessarily  his  attitude)  accordingly.  More  frequently  this  student 
will  cling  to  his  beliefs  about  the  validity  of  his  methods  and  will 
continue  to  try  proving  that  they  do  work.  In  this  event  the  counse- 
lors all  felt  that  encouragement  plus  explanations  for  the  failures 
should  be  made.  "Cushioning  the  let  down  resulting  from  failure," 
"explanations  without  criticizing  his  mistake,"  are  suggested.  How- 
ever, false  encouragement  (e.g.,  from  well-meaning  relatives  and 
friends)  should  not  be  given  by  the  counselor,  for  the  essential  pro- 
blem of  the  student  is  that  he  is  using  a now  inappropriate  set  of 
standards  to  assess  his  progress  at  Lehigh.  The  worst  outcome  for 
such  a student  is  for  him  to  adopt  a careless  or  indifferent  attitude 
towards  his  present  situation  (as  a defense  against  seeing  things 
realistically) . 

You  might  keep  this  and  other  characterizations  in  the  appro- 
priate places  in  your  Handbook,  and  add  your  own  notes.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  I would  like  you  to  give  me  notes  on  at  least  two  of  the 
typical  students  listed  so  that  these  may  be  added  to  the  Handbook.
